W. Culver, the dead chief of Police, 
was held at the Christian church be­ 
ginning at 2 o’clock under the aus­ 
pices of the Odd Fellows.

funeral address. It was intended to 
conduct the funeral at the city hall, 
but there being an inadequate num­ 
ber of chairs on account of their use

• ing so large, the corpse was con­ 
veyed to the Christian church. There 
was an over-flowing attendance at the 
church and a large number of people 
remained at the city hall waiting the 
conclusion of the funeral services. 
Rev. Wilson held his audience in­ 
tensely interested duping his funer­ 
al discourse. 
There were no evasions of refer­ 
ences to the career of the dead chief 
of police and there were no critic­ 
isms. 
He dwelt on the disadvantage 
of the enforced environment of the 
A chief of police in the pursuance of 
his duties, and 
most 
convincingly 
portrayed the extrema hardships with 
which 'Mr. Culver had been met dur­ 
ing the retinue of his office and how 
unavoidable was much of his associ­ 
a tio n , that under ordinary envior- 
ment might be subject to criticism. 
The Rev. Wilson reached many elo­ 
quent periods during his sermon and 
the effect on the audience appeared 
to be powerful. Wrhat ever influences 
were responsible for the growth of 
that m ental abandonment of George 
Culver which led him to self destruc­ 
tion were severely arraigned and with 
much stress and felling there was 
delivered the severest excoriation of 
those men, who might reputedly be 
good members of society, but who 
had imposed on the good heart and 
liberal nature of George Culver in

Portland, Ore., July 14.—Bodies of 
six more fire victims have been re­ 
covered. The bodies were found in 
the remains of a garage which was 
destroyed. An explosion is suppos­ 
ed to have caused the death of the 
men. 
Portland, Ore., July 14.—The most 
disastrous fire that has visited the 
west since the destruction of San 
Francisco 
broke 
out 
in 
Portland 
Thursday. 
One is known to be dead, one will 
die, and three men are missing. The 
property loss is estimated to be over 
a quarter of a million dollars. 
For hours the whole city of Port­ 
land was in danger and it was only 
by the heroic work of the local fire 
departm ent and those of surround- 
eities that were rushed here, that 
the whole of the West side was not 
burned. 
Early Thursday morning the fire 
started in one of the old exposition 
buildings. The wind was high and 
before the firemen could reach the 
building it was in a mass of flames. 
Horses Are Burned. 
Two hundred horses that were in 
the building 
were 
burned. 
They 
broke loose from their 
stalls 
and 
stampeded, but none were taken out 
alive. 
Frank R. Price of Oregon City, who 
with three other men, was sleeping 
in the Fashion stable, is known to 
have perished in the burning build­ 
ing. His three companions are still 
missing, and it is feared they wer*> 
crushed by the frightened horses eith­ 
er in attem pting to save the animals 
or in their effort to gain an opening 
in the building. 
A young man, whose name is un­ 
known, was taken from the exposi­ 
tion building by firemen and rushed 
to 
the 
hospital. 
He 
was 
terribly 
burned and it is feared he will not 
live through the day. 
Fanned by the high wind, which 
at 4:30 had increased to a gale, the 
fire and thick bank of smoke jump- 
^ 
the street from the exposition 
building and wrapped half a dozen 
apartm ent houses in flames. 
All of the occupants of the apart­ 
ments escaped. The suddenness of the 
fire, however, prevented them from 
saving 
any 
of 
their 
possessions. 
Athletic Club Burns. 
To the south 
of 
the 
exposition 
building 
the 
Multonomah 
Athletic 
club, one of the largest and most 
completely furnished of any in the 
west, burned to the ground without 
any attem pt whatever being made to 
save it. The fire companies were busy 
working before the gale of smoke and 
fire in an attem pt to check its head­ 
way. 


Despairing of stopping the devasta­ 
tion after seven whole blocks had 
burned and the blaze was rapidly 
nearing the Studebaker Automobile 
company, the "fire fighters resorted 
to dynamite. After a block of build­ 
ings in the path of the blaze were 
razed to the ground the fire was 
gotten under control. 
Seven Blocks Burn. 
In all seven city blocks in an area 
of about ten acres were burned in 
what the chief of the fire depart­ 
ment declares was the shortest tim* 
that he ever knew of a fire of such 
immense proportions. 
During the progress of the fire 
all telegraph and telephone wires in 
West Portland were down and all 
communication with that side of the 
river was cut off.

Odessa, July 14.— With men fight­ 
ing like maddened brutes, women and 
children crushed to death as they 
knelt in prayer, one hundred and 
sixty persons perished like rats in a 
trap in the steam er Lovki when it 
sank in the Black sea, white a mass 
of flames after it crashed into the 
steamer Wampoa in the fog uf e«*rly 
Thursday morning. 
The horror of the wreck equalled 
any sea disaster that has ever oc­ 
curred on water. Within fifteen min­ 
utes after the collision there was 
no trace of the Lovki except a piece 
of charred debris as it rosa on the 
crest of a wave and a law floating 
bodte^cf the v ic tim s 
____ 
Crash in a Fog, 
The crash occurred early in the 
morning when all passengers were 
asleep. The fog was heavy and ex­ 
cept a few watchmen th? majority 
of the steam er’s crew were also in 
their b *nks. 
The bump was of such force that 
it threw many from their banks, in­ 
juring them seriously. Men, women 
«x»df children frantically rushed to 
the deck of the ship and the tight 
of the tangled, blazing debris caused 
a panic that the ships crew were 
powerless to stop. 
A few moments after the crash 
the boilers of the disabled vessel ex­ 
ploded and many of the victims were 
scalded to death. As men and wo­ 
men 
rushel 
from 
place 
to 
place 
their clothes burned from their bod­ 
ies and the smell of the burning 
flesh, mingled with the groans of the 
dving, men 
fought 
like 
madmen 
crushing women and children as they 
attempted to gain a part of the ship 
where the flames had not yet reach­ 
ed. 


Mothers in their frantic efforts to 
save their children threw them over­ 
board from the burning ship only to 
see them drown. 
Before the steam er Wampoa, which 
was also disabled by the collision 
could man their lifeboats the Lovki 
had foundered. Less than a score of 
those on the ship were saved. 
-Many of the dead are reported to 
be Jewish fugitives from Russia, who 
were on their way to America. 


An Expression. 
The office and mechanical rooms of 
the News suspended business during 
the time of the funeral services and 
passing of the funeral cortege of 
George Culver, deceased. Mr. Culver 
was chief of police of the city of 
Ada and a friend of its daily press 
and tfll the force of the News mourns 
his departure.

There are none so blind as those 
who simply close their eyes against 
the truth when it is presented to 
them.

The methods employed in se 
curing their adoption were such that 
it is extremely doubtful 
if either 
amendment was ever legally ratified. 
The United States Supreme court has 
always side-stepped the question and 
the people have never been able to 
get a decision on its merits. They 
urge that the grandfather amendment 
should say negro if that is what it 
means. 
We only wish it could but 
while the amendment above mention­ 
ed stands no law' can be passed that 
discrim inates against any man on 
account of race, color or previous 
condition of servitude. 
Well, then, 
if the grandfather amendment speci­ 
fied the negro by name that would 
have 
the 
effect 
of 
discriminating 
against him because of his color, and 
unless the courts should declare the 
two amendments to the United States 
constitution illegal, 
any 
man 
on 
earth capable of understanding the 
English language can see that it 
would be in conflict and therefore be 
knocked out. As it is the amend­ 
ment is so worded that it has al­ 
ready stood the test of the supreme 
court and is fully as effective as if 
the word negro was urged. We again 
offer to fight the amendment and 
vote the Socialist ticket if any one 
can show us how a white man or In­ 
dian can be disfranchised by this 
measure.—Ada

Three women are now full-fledged 
members of the police departm ent of 
Spokane. They are: Captain Bertha 
Smith of the Salvation Army, and 
Mrs. Ella Jones and Mrs. N. W. Alex­ 
ander of the Vounteers of America. 
They wear the regulation stars and 
will don uniforms of dark blue when 
on duty. Their quarters are in the 
city jail, where they are designated 
as matrons, and they have full charge 
of a ll-women prisoners.

INTERSTATE COMMERCE C'OMMIS- 


SION IS TAKING VACATION. 


In Twelve Months Ending July I the 


Body Disposed of Enormous 


Business. 


Washington, July 14.—After mak­ 
ing public its decisions in three high­ 
ly im portant cases, the 
interstate 
Commerce commission today practi­ 
cally wound up its work for the 
busiest twelve month period of its 
existence, 
and 
the 
commissioners 
left W ashington for duty in the field 
or for their annual vacations. 
Investigate Reasonableness. 
Far and away the most moment­ 
ous of the decisions 
formally 
an­ 
nounced by the commission today was 
that at its meeting yesterday it had 
decided to suspend all railroad ta r­ 
iffs naming general and im portant 
advancer in rates, pending investiga­ 
tions into the reasonableness of the 
proposed advances. 
This action was taken under au­ 
thority of the act amending the in­ 
terstate commerce law 
which 
was 
passed after such a memorable strug­ 
gle during the recent session of con­ 
gress. Under this provision of the 
new act the commission is empowered 
to suspend proposed 
increases 
of 
rates for a period of four months 
for the purpose of investigating the 
reasonableness of the proposed ad­ 
vances. But if the commission finds 
at the end of the four-month period 
that it has not been possible to com­ 
plete its investigation it may further 
suspend the proposed increases, but 
just for a longer time than ten months 
in all. 
Busiest Year In History.

At the beginning of the per­ 
iod, July I, 1909, there were on the 
docket 759 cases, so that by hard 
work of its year the commission re­ 
duced the number of cases pending 
before it by more than 200. - The 
number of cases filed during the 
twelve months were 694. Twenty-two

In the month of June the number 
of cases decided was 172, in May 112 
and in April 105. It will thus be seen 
that the commission is a hard-work­ 
ing body. Its work for the future, at 
least for a few years to come, will 
be even heavier than it has been 
in the past, because of the increased 
powers given it under the act amen­ 
datory of the interstate commerce 
law' which was passed at the recent 
session of congress. 
The cost of the commission is now 
nearly $1,000,000 a year, its actual 
expenditures in the last fiscal year 
bavin gbeen $968,936.
